ORDER

On November 4, 2016, Cellular Services, LLC’s (“Cellular Services”) filed a
motion with the Commission in which it moved the Commission for expedited approval
of the adoption,’ pursuant to 47 U.S.C. § 252 (e)(i), of the negotiated interconnection
agreement between AT&T Kentucky and Peoples Telecom, LLC.? On November 7,
2016, Bellsouth Telecommunications, LLC d/b/a AT&T Kentucky (“AT&T Kentucky”),
pursuant to 47 U.S.C. § 252(e)(1), submitted to the Commission a notice of Cellular
Services’ adoption of the agreement. The interconnection agreement was negotiated
pursuant to 47 U.S.C. §§ 251 and 252 and became effective on October 6, 2016.

As grounds for its motion, Cellular Services states that absent affirmative
Commission action, the adoption of the agreement becomes “approved” only by
operation of federal law after the 90-day period prescribed in 47 U.S.C. § 252(e)(4).
Accordingly, absent Commission action, the adoption of the agreement would not

become effective until February 7, 2017. Cellular Services intends to operate using the

adopted agreement as soon as possible and claims that further delay will impede its
business plans. Cellular Services requests that the Commission issue an Order
approving the adoption of the agreement and expediting Cellular Service's expansion in
the Kentucky market.

The adoption of the agreement was negotiated pursuant to 47 U.S.C. §§ 251 and
252. 47 U.S.C. § 252(e) requires the parties to an interconnection agreement adopted
by negotiation to submit the agreement to the Commission for approval. The
Commission has reviewed the agreement and finds that no portion of the agreement
discriminates against a telecommunications carrier not a party to the agreement. The
Commission also finds that adoption of the agreement is consistent with the public
interest, convenience, and necessity.

There being no cause for delaying the adoption of the interconnection
agreement, the Commission finds that Cellular Services’ motion should be granted and
the adoption of the Agreement should be approved.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

; Cellular Services' adoption of the agreement between AT&T Kentucky and
Peoples Telecom, LLC is approved as of the date of this Order.
